READING, Pa., January 10.—Reading has just 
been dealt a blow whose marks and scars will 
never be effaced. It came without warning, 
and came so swiftly that the damage was done 
before the people began to realize what a ter- 
rible thing was happening. Even nowa sort 
of dazed amazement possesses the city, and 
the inhabitants hardly realize what has bup- 
pened and probably will not until the excite- 
ment has in a degree abated and the losses are 
counted up. It is hard to say now whatthe 
extent of the damage is or how many people 
lost their lives in the disaster. A cyclone such 
as has never before visited this section swept 
over the northern part of the city, sweeping 
before it lives and buildings, and laying 
waste everything in its path. Itcame and 
went in a few minutes, doing destruction that 


YEARS CANNOT REPAIR. 

All morning a steady rain had been falling, 
but about 12 o’clock it ceased and the sky 
began to clear and brighten. At 40’clock 
every indication pointed toward a beantiful, 
quiet sunset. A rainbow was stretched across 
the sky forafew minutes and only here and 
there could be seen a fleecy cloud or two, 
rupidly melting away. About 4:30 o’olock in 
the afternoon the transformation began; 
clouds as black as night rolled up silently and 
terribly from all sides, piling up in terrible 
grandeur. An ominous silence settled 
upon the city and a dreary gloominess 
pervaded everything. Even then no 
suspicion of the coming calamity was had. 
Within five minutes the deathly stiliness was 
changed toaroar and whirl. The wind sped 
over the town with the fury and noise of a 
thousand devils. Then came theclimax. In 
the west it could beseen approaching. Out of 
the blackness it resolved itself into that ter- 
rible funnel-shaped mass which has never 
been seen when death did not follow in the 
path it out. Its path was not more than 200 
yarda in width, But as straight as an arrow. 
Nothing could resist its fury. Anything it 
could not pick up and carry away 
was knocked to pieces and scattered 
right and left on either side of the path. 


_ HE FIRST VICTIM IN ITS PATH 
when it reached the city was the Mount Penn 
Stove Works in the northern end of town.

HEARTRENDING.

CROWDS OF SIGHT-SEERS. 

The incoming trains this morning continued 
pouring into the city with their crowds of 
stranwers, and at noon it was estimated that 
10,000 — — surrounded the scene of the silk 
mill disaster. These greatiy interfered with 
the work of removing the debris and taking 
out the dead, and finally the Reading artillery, 
the city’s only military organization, were 
called out and ordered to the ruins to keep 
back the crowds. 

EIGHT MORE BODIES FOUND. 

This morning eieht more bodies were taken 
fromthe ruins. The confasion is great, and 
a correct list of the dead and injured is 
not yet in the hands of any one. Exactly 
how many more bodies are inthe riiins is a 
matter conjecture. Considerable money 
has.been contributed for the relief of the 
sufferers. Benefits are also being arranved. 
The latest estimate of the killed has been 
Bedesed to Atty, but this is uncertain, as no 
one knows how many human beings lie 
buried beneath the mountain of bricks, 
mortar and timber.

TWO MANGLED BODIES. 

The search for victims in the ruins wrought 
by yesterday’s awful storm was prosecuted all 
night and will be vigorously continued until 
the debris is all clearedaway. This will prob- 
ably take several days, and the exact number 
of victims will not be knowa-until the work is 
completed. No bodies were discovered from 
midnight till 6 o’clock this morning, whea 
the manuled remains of .two men 
were found close together under os 
portion of one of the walls of the 
Weldon Building. They were so horribly mu- 
tilated asto unrecognizable, but were finally 
identifiedas the bodies of John L. Rogeson 
and Thomas Jones. They were employed as 
Dricklavers on the ill-fated Willey building, 
and lived at Castle Shannon, Pa. Rogeson 
leaves a wife and three children. 

ANOTUER DEATH. 

Joseph Goehrinyz, the brave 16-year-old lad 
who was rescued last night, aiter being kept 
alive for several hours by means of a gum 
hose, through which whisky and beef tea 
were ted to him, died at Mercer Hos- 
pital this morning. The death list now foots 
up eleven, the wounded thirty-five and the 
missing eight. A number of the wounded are 
in a critical condition and their deaths 
are momentarily expected. 

There are allkinds of rumorsin regard to 
the number still in the ruins. Que or the men 
working on the fbuilding 2 said he 
was certain they would tind at least twelve 
more, Dut this is beli@ved to be too high an 
estimate. Nane of the men reported missing 
have been heard from and it i- believed that 
at lenst eight persons are still buried in the 
debris. There is no hope ot any bow in the 
ruins being alive, so that itis safe to say that 
the death list will exceed a scure. 

AWE AND PITY. 

The streets in the vicinity of the work are 
still full of people, but the terrible excitement 
of yesterday bas given place to awe end pity. 
The morgue was besieged with callers ali day 
and many heartrending scenes were enacted 
as anxious vieitora discovered in the bruised 
and distorted features of the the dead the 
well-known faces of loved ones or friends. 
The bodies lay on cots, covered by sheets, 
only the faces being visible, and unless for the 
purpose of identification not further exposed. 

THE NUMBER OF MISSING. 

The west wall of the Willey buliding, which 
bad been left standing, was so shaky this 
morning that it endangered the lives of the 

scuers, and about noon it was torn down. 

he rescuing party numbers fully 100 men, but 
they are not making much headway. The po- 
lice and county officials are satisfied that at 
leust twenty persons are still in the wreck. 
Many eye-witnesses have come to the front 
who state that they are positive when the first 
shock occurred thata number of people were 
in the alley back ofthe Weldon and adiacent 
stores. 

I have no doubt, said Coroner McDowell, 
after a consultation with Dr. Sutton, that 
twenty-five or thirty more people lie buried 
inthe ruins. No person knows who were in 
the road of danger and who were not. Sev- 
eral persons have informed me they saw a 
large crowd of men run into the alley, which 
was the next moment filled with a heap of 
debris twenty-five feet deep.

In West Virginia. 


WHEELING, W. Va., Janwary 10.—The storm 
yesterday did a great amount of damage in 
this city and reighboring towns. All through 
the surrounding country many buildings are 
unroofed or othewise damaged, and tele- 


graphic communication was seriously inter- 
jered with. ‘There was little rain here, but at 
Parkersburg and points below water fell ina 
perfect deluge, and the streams are badly 
swollen. At Belleville one family narrowly 
escaped death by a falling house. Reports 
coutinue to come in of great damage by the 
storm throughout West Virginia counties 
touching on the Ohio and in cuast- 
ern Ohio. No loss of life has been 
reported, but buildings have been unroofed 
or otherwise seriously injured. In many 
cases houses were carried uway bodily. On 
the river several steamboats were blown 
ushore. The force of the wind was so great 
in this city that a train of louded freight cars 
at the Bi ch Jobaccu-works were run along 
the rails for a square. A lond fivgstaff, coming 
irom no one knuws where, leveled the fence 
surrounding St. Matthew's Protestant Epis- 
eopal Church. Such incidents were multi- 
plied indefinitely. 


In Northern Ohio. 


CLEVELAND, O., January 10.—Reports from 
many towns in Northern Obio say that the 
wind-storm of yesterday did considerable 
damage to property.

The New Surpen-ion Bridge at Niagara 


Ia ls Blown Down. 


NEW YORK, January 10, 10:30 a. m.—lIt is re- 
ported here that the new suspension bridge at 
Niagara was blown down yesterday. At this 
hour itis impossible to verify the rumor on 
account of the general prostration of the tele- 
graph wires. 

The Report Confirmed. 


LOCKPORT, N. I., January 10.—The suspen- 
sion bridge situated nearest the Falls was car- 
ried away by the gale about 3o0’clock this 
morning and deposited in the river. The 
towers and cables remain intact. The bridge 


was completely rebuilt last season, enlarged 
for a double track, with material entirely of 
iron and steel and owned by the Niagara Falis 
& Clitton Suspension Bridge Co. The stock, 
held in Oswego and Canada, always paid large 
dividends. The loss is about 285.000 + 
bridge will probably be rebuilt age soon as pos- 
sible. All points of interest along the river at 
the water’s edge suffered more or less. The 
water was never knownto be so higb. The 
International Hotel was unroofed. Several 
buildings were blown down in the vicinity.

A TERRIBLE GAS EXPLOSION, 


The Brooklyn Gas- Works Wrecked—A Train 
Wrecked—Shocking Accident. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

NEw YORK, January 10.—Two immense gas 
reservoirs, one of 600,000 cubic feet, and an- 
other of 275,000, the property of the Citizens’ 
Gas-light Co., situated at Smith, Hoyt and 


Filth streets, Brovokiyn, exploded almost 
simultaneously. at7:45e%elock last night with 
the rumbie and roar of an earthquake. In the 
affected sections, made up of rickety tene- 
ments and small frame houses, wild terror 
retaned. The residents were first alarmed by 
a vicious gale that whirled things about, next 
by a roar that set the earth trembling and 
the ramshackle buildings dancings and then 
by a biinding flame that shot high into 
the air, and appeared to envelope 
them. Cellings fell in fragments, furniture 
and crockery were jumbled together, and, as 
the occupants of the hauses rushed to their 
doors and windows another explosion and a 
flash drove them back. Those whose houses 
ironted on the gas-works scrambled through 
rear windows, andina moment there was a 
wild rush over fences and the shrieks and 
cries for help prompted the fear of great dam- 
age done. Then foilowed anotber dull roar. 
For a quarter of a mile in all directions 
shattered windows were seen, while within 
the section supplied with the company’s gas, 
bounded by Bond street, Atlantic and Ham- 
ton avenues and the water front, 
utter darkness prevailed. The gas 
supply being cut off started a boom 
in lamps and candles. Wonder was expressed 
on all sides when it was discovered that there 
was no loss of life and that the injuries sus- 
tained were very slight. This fact was prob- 
ably due to the great presence of mind of 
Michael Daly, 6 years of age, the night 
watchman, .who immediately after the ex- 
plosion ran into the valve house, outside of 
which he was standing and turned off the gas. 
lie was in the midst ot the danger and simply 
had his hat biown off. 
THE Loss. 

The loss is estimated at about $600,000. The 
second tank that exploded was built 
in 1876, and the people in the 
neighbborbood were in constant apprehension 
because of the fact thut the company had had 
serious trouble with it on several occasions. 
When the excitement had in a measure sub- 
sided, messengers were sent in ail directions 
to notify people that a circuit of gas had been 
established from the works of the Fulton Mu- 
nicipal Gas-Light Co., and that the supply 
wouid be continued until the damage was re- 
paired. Various theories were offered to ac- 
count tor the explosion, but all are mere spec- 
viation. People who were on the streets at 
the time the accident occurred are unani- 
mousty ofthe opinion that there was no at- 
morpheric disturbance until several minutes 
efter the explosion occurred. Tue first in- 
timation of the accident at a distance 
was a bright glare in 
eus which lit up the 
a few seconds later. report 
followed and while people were wondering 
what bad occurred à violent storm of wind 
and ruin set u. Expert meteorologists seem 
to think that the storm center which has been 
coming trom Pittsburg, was hanging over the 
city und that the explorion precipitated the 
atmospheric disturbances which followed. 
There is no doubt that the storm followed im- 
mediately inthe wake oi the explosion and 
this fact will give rise to aa interesting dis- 
cussion among scientists, Did the explos- 
ion cause the storm or did the two by some 
strange coincidence vccur tugether?’’ 

Immediately after the explosion about three 
hundred feet of the roof of the barracks at the 
navy yard fell in with a loud crash, depositing 
the debris upon several of the men who were 
in the dormitories at the time. For a second 
the utmost contusion prevailed, especially 
when the floor gave way under the great atrain 
and gradually sank into the mess hall on the 
ground floor, In less than a minute the 
building was a mass of ruins, only the 
outer walls standing. The fact that men 
were in the ‘bullain at the time 
Was a quick summons for help, and following 
the bugle call came the r alarm of 
fire. big stove that had fallen with the to 
floor had ignited the ding and woodwor 
and In a second the whole wasablaze.

A BRUTAL CRIME, 


The Murder of Mrs. Schneider by Ida Kessel 
at Baltimore,

BALTIMORE, Md., January 10.—The murder 
of Mrs. Margaret Schneider Tuesday night 
was one of the most brutal crimes ever com- 
mitted in this city. Ida Kessel, a servant, was 
arrested. There was no one in the house at 
the time of the murder except the two women. 
The walls ot the hallway, the carpet on the 
stairway, and the blankets, sheets and head- 
board of the latter woman’s bed in the second 
story front room were stained with blood, 
The struggle between the two women must 
have been a desperate one, The murderess 
dragged her aged victim down stairs by the 
hair of her head, after fracturing her skull 
with a heavy pieceofiron. She then with 
a sharp-pointed scissors ripped the neck and 
breast of the dying woman. Mrs. Schneider 
revived sufficiently to stagger down the stairs 
and outonthe streetto give thealarm. To 
the German who hastened to her assistance 
she said, in German, that Ida Kessel had de- 
manded money of her, and, upon being re- 
fused, assaulted her. She then became un- 
conscious end died ina few hours. Yesterday 
afternoon a patrolman in the eastern part of 
the city, who had known Ida Kessel, recog- 
nized her face through a street car window. 
He jumped on the car, which was well filled, 
and arrested the woman. She protested loud-

STRUGGLED TO FREE HERSELF. 

When taken before the Chief of Police she 
hung her head and refused to talk. She said 
in German that she had left Mrs. Schneider’s 
house Saturday afternoon to visit some 
friendsand knew nothing of the murder. 
The jersey she wore was biood-stained and 
when asked how the tell-tale spots came there 
she said that her nose had dled. She admit 
ted that certain articles of clothing found in 
the house belonged to her. The woman is a dull 
looking, heavy built German about30 years 

and has not deen long in 

There is something 

strange about the murdered woman’s family. 
She was about 60 8 of age, and with her 
Mrs. Susan A. Lehr and her granddaughter, 
Mrs. Nellie Schuman, cxme here from Phila- 
delphia last August. The old woman leased 
the house on Fifth street and very soon the 
place was 8 n with suepicion by the 
entire neighborhood. The blinds of the big 
house were down 
close, and one 
ever appeared. however, 
nearly every room would be illuminated and 
at times sounds cf revelry and then again loud 
talking as of persons quarreling would be 
heard.

Ipfermation Wanted About Attorneys’ Fees 
—Mr, Carr and the Legislative Committee

JEFFERSON CiTy, Mo., January 10,— The 
Legisiative Committee appointed by Gov. 
Morehouse, about a month before the con- 
vening of the General Assembly, to inquire 
into the management of the State depart- 
ments, met in the Governor’s office this 
morning. There were present Senator Madi- 
son R. Smith of Bollinger County and Repre- 
sentatives Seay of Dent and Kelly of Johnson 
County, composing the entire committee. As 
Originally stated in the PoOSsT-DISPATCH, two 
weeks ago, the report of the committee to the 
Legisiature will contain sensational features, 
in anticipation of which a number of State 
officials are on the anxious seat. 
The impression prevaile that among 
other departments which will receive the at- 
tention of the committee, and tofwhich a part 
of the report will be devoted, is the insurance 
department at St. Louis. Members of the 
committee,in what little they have said on the 
subject, have not gone beyond tune statement 
that the department has been run in an ex- 
travugant manner, and that while the. Insur- 
ance Oommissioner bas not exceeded his 
authority and has the warrant of law for all he 
has done, yet the powers of his office are too 
arbitrary, andthe State has been the loser 
through the expenditure of considerable 
money, which, in the opinion of the commit- 
tec, might have been saved. 

Insurance Commissioner Alfred Carr of St. 
Louls came up last night, This morning Mr. 
Oarr appeared before the Legislative Commit- 
tee with the statement that he was ready to 
give them any information they might desire 
about the management of his office. The 
committee asked the Commissioner for a 
statement about the amounts which had been 
paid by him for attorneys’ fees during the past 
two years. They wanted a detailed account of 
the work performed by the attorneys, and 
this Mr. Carr said he would furnish them at 


the earliest convenient date. The committee 
will not be ready to report within the time 
allowed it, and willhave to ask for a week 
more, so that their report will be made the 
latter part of next week. «

SUSPENDED BY THE BOARD, 


The New Year’s Eve Row atthe Harmonie 
Club Investigated Last Night. 


The late unpleasantness which marred the 
joy of the New Year’s eve dance at the Har- 
monte Club, in which the Goldman 
brothers, Leon, Maurice and Els- 
worth, figured as parties of the 


first part and Leon Strauss as the ge of the 
second part, was brought before the Board of 
Directors of the club at the a meeting 
held last night. As the readers 
of the Post-DISPATCH will remember, 
the trouble originated in a transaction 
in West Granite stock, in which Maurice 
Goldman acted as broker for Strauss. Mr. 
Strauss accused Goldman of embezzlement, 
and the broker came near being obliged to 
spend a night among the cock- 
roaches in the lockup, being only 
rescued by dis unele, Moses Fraley, 
who went on hie- bond. Goldman was dis- 
charged by the Court, but still nursed bitter 
resentment against Mr. Struuss, to 
whom he was indebted for much of 
the gorgeous raiment with which he 
has been in the habit of enlivening the 
dingy vicinity of Third street. The New 
Year’s Eve ballof the Harmonie Club gave 
bim an opportunity of obtaining what he 
considered revenge, and as 20on 
as the dance commenced 
manifested a most remarkable de- 
gree of industry and ingenuity 
in colliding with Mrm Strauss and making her 
evening anything but one of enjoyment. This 
line of conduct could not long remain con- 
cealed from the! i husband, who enter- 
talned no very ted oplulon of Goldman, 
and was furiously fidignant at the method in 
which he undertook to manifest his il! will. 
He accordingly astonished the dancers by 
rushing up to Goldman and deliver- 
ing a heavy blow at him. The 
blow took effect on Goldman's 
proboscis. This blow did not draw blood, but 
did draw forth a flood ef language not com- 
monly used inthe presence of ladies. Leon 
Goldman, the elder brother of Maurice, 
sprungin front of Strauss and attempted to 
remonstrate with him, but his eloquence 
was checked by a blow in the same quarter of 
the countenance upon which the Tndtonent 
tallor bad admonished his brother. A third 
Goldman brother, Elsworth by name, 
furious at the attack made upon his 
brothers, but with a manifestation of 
prudence commendable under the circum- 
stances, crept up behind Strauss and struck 
him with all his force in the back of the neck. 
The effort proved too much for Elsworth and 
he sank in a swoon into the arms of 
his brother Leon, and was borne from the 
room in a comatose condition, By this time 
the excitement was intense, and the older 
members of the club gathered around the 
belligerents, and forced them from the room. 
In the smoking-room Moses Fraley remon- 
strated with his nephew, Maurice, emphasiz- 
ing his remarks with a number of stinging 
blows upon that young man’s already dam- 
9 countenance. 
he matter was last night brought to the at- 
tention of the Board of Directors ofthe Har- 
monie Club with a recommendation that all 
guilty parties be expelled. Witnesses were 
examined, the statements of the parties 
heard and judgment passed. For 
his conduct in intentionally colliding 
with Mrs. Strauss in the mazes of the dance 
Maurice Goldman was suspended for sixty 
days; for striking Leon Goldman without pro- 
vocation. Strauss was subjected to a similar 
penalty, and for striking Strauss Elsworth 
Goldman was suspended for six months 
Moses Fraley and on Goldman being held 
innocent of all wrong.

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KRIZ SHOT FOUR TIMES, 


BUT ONLY TWO OF HIS BULLETS HIT MR. 
WAED M’MANUS, 


The Well-Known Capitalist and Real Es- 
tate Owner Narrowly Escapes Death in 
His House, at No. 2741 Lucas Avenue— 
His Assailant, an Inventor, Wanted 
Money—Story of the Shooting. 


OU won't do it, eh?’’ 
No, air, I wont. 
„What! ain't you 
going to settle up?“ 
„Now look here, 
Henry, I don’towe 
you anything and 
you’d better go 
about your busi- 
ness. This con- 
versation took place 
about 9 o’clock this 
morning in the door- 
way of the residence of Mr. Ward McManus at 
No. 2741 Lucas avenue. 

It was followed by a sharp report of a 
88-caliber revolver. Then there was a scuffie 
and a banging of doors anda rushing of feet 
generally, and these disturbances gave place 
to three more sharp reports of the same re- 
volver. Then there was more banging of doors 
and rushing of feet and all was quiet once 
more. 

What had occurred? 

Simply this: Mr. Ward MoManus, the well- 
known capitalist and real estate man who lives 
with his sisters in the pretty stone front at the 
number given above had been fired upon four 
times and wounded twice by Henry Kriz, a 
saddle and harnessmaker by trade and an in- 
ventor by genius. 

There was great excitement in the household 
for a few moments. Mr. McManus was 
wounded, no one knew how seriously, for he 
was bleeding from the arm and leg, though he 
complained of no pain. Dr. H. H. Mudd, 
whose residence is but two blocks away, was 
sent for and came quickly. He examined Mr. 
McManus’ wounds, but found no bullets. The 
bullets were found afterwards, but Dr. Mudd 
discovered that one of them had struck the 
outer portion of the right thigh near the mid- 
dle, and had come out at a point about four 
inches from that at which it entered. This 


was a flesh wound, and was not dangerous. 

The other had entered just below the right 
elbow joint and had come out just below. This 
also was a flesh wound and the doctor did not 
consider it dangerous. The wounds were 
properly dressed and bandaged and McManus, 
while not feeling particularly overjoyed at the 
result of the little tilt with his assailant, did 
not feel particularly alarmed. 

The shooting was done in such a quiet, 
genteel and withal, unobtrusive fashion, 
that the neighbors next door did not even 
know of it until long after it had occurred, 
and after Mr. McManus was snugly put to 
bed and cared for by his sisters. 

THE VICTIM EXPLAINS. 

When a reporter ior the PostT- DISPATCH 
called at the house to ascertain just why Mr. 
McManus had been so unceremoniously and 
forcibly bled, he found that gentleman lying 
quietly in bed under a heavy quilt pleas- 
antly chatting with a policeman who was 
endeavoring to take down the color 
of the shooter’s hair, his weight, depth of 
chest and other little details used by the force 
for the purpose of tracing up violators of the 
peace. When asked for his story of the shoot 
ing Mr. McManus said: 

It was a surprise tome I can assure you. 
To begin with the beginning: I first met Henry 
Kriz about ten years ago. He was employed 
by Henry Hammel, the harness man, on Pine 
street, near Seventh. He was a good 
harness maker and made me a fine set of har- 
ness, for which Ipaid bim. He afterwards 
did some work on harness for me, and I al- 
ways gave him what he asked forit. A few 
years ago he was discharged by Mr. Hammel, 
and he then invented a hunting gun 
which he wanted me to help 
him make. I aid not care to 

o into the epeculation with him and I believe 
1e afterwards got Mr. Joe Lucas to stake him 
in it. Mr. Lucas finally abandoned the scheme 
and then Kriz invented a street-car motor. 
He also wanted me to go in with himon 
the motor and tola him I 
would if it was any good. I also told 
him to gotothe railroad men with it, and he 
went to the Missouri roads. They did not want 
it. He then went to Mr. Maxon, and Mr. Max- 
on did not care to take the thing in hand. 

A THREATENING LETTER. 

The matter rested there for a long time 
and one morning some months ago! received 
a threatening letter from Kriz, which my law- 
yer, Mr. Price, has. The letter stated that if I 
did not put up the money for the patent 
that he woald ‘do me up’ or something 
of that sort. I had not heard from Kriz for 
some time, and I was surprised at the receipt 
of this letter. I took it to Mr. Price 
and asked his advice about it. He 
tola me the man was only blowing 
and would do me no harm. Mr. Price sent for 
bim, however, and Kriz went to see him at 
his house. Price told him not to make a fool 
of himself, and he said: All rignt; he'd 
better do what he said, or I'll be 
even with him.’ I heard nothing more of 
him until this morning, when the servant 
came up stairs and told methat a gentleman 
wanted toseeme. Shecould not remember 
exactly his name, sol went down stairs. I 
saw Kriz standing on the steps between the 
storm door and the door proper. 
He asked me if lwasn’t going to settle u 
and Itold him I owed him nothing; that he d 
better go on about his business.

DECLARED A DEAW. 


Billy Mahan of California and George Mul- 
holland of Australia Fight 87 Rounds. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., January 10.—The fight 
which occurred atthe gymnasium of the Gol- 
den Gate Athletic Club last night, between the 
light-weights Billy Mahan of California and 
George Mulholland of Australia was the 
longest ever seen on this coast. The battle 
commenced at 9:40 o’clock and continued 
untit 3:26 this morning, when it was 
declared a draw at the close of the eighty- 


seventh round. Joe McAuliffe, who was recent- 
ly defeated by Peter Jackson, was referee. 
Throughout the fight Mulholland showed him- 
self the superior in science and quickness, but 
Mahan exhibited all the qualities of a 
gameand bard fighter.

However, Mulholland did not seem 
able to give the knock-out blow, and during 
the last two hours of the fight Maban was as 
fresh as his antagonist, and administered 
some severe punishment on Mulholland's 
wind. Both men slipped and fell to the floor 
several times during the batile, but the only 
clean knock-down was in the fifty- 
second round, when Mulholland was sent un- 
der the ropes byaterrific blowin the stom- 
ach.

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SUPPRESSED MAJORITIKS, 

When the party leaders purposely let a 
Southern election go by default, it is the 
cue of the party organs in the North to 
hoid up the unpolled Republican vote of 
the South as a case of “suppression,” and 
to point out how many more votes it takes 
to elect a man to Congress in Republican 
States North than in Democratic States 
on the Gulf. But we never hear them 
complaining of a far worse form of dis- 
franchisement by the act and authority 
of their own party in the North. 

There is no law m any Southern State 
to prevent Republicans, white or colored, 
from voting, or to deprive them of equal 
representation. If they are so prevented 
or deprived, it is contrary to law. Itis 
their own fault that they donot assert 
and maintain their lawful rights, and it is 
denied with a strong show of probability 
and evidence that their failure to poll 
their full vote isthe result of any illegal 
constraint or violence. 

But up in Connecticut it is the direct 
and necessary result of laws maintained 
by the Republican party, that the Demo- 
cratic centers of the State, the fourteen 


principal cities which cast 78,384 votes, 


have but twenty-eight representatives in 
the Legislature, while the Republican 
rural townships, casting only 75,504 votes 
in all, are allowed 221 representatives. 
The reason for this discrimination is that 
it enables the Republican minority to 
name the Governor and rule the State in 
spite of the adverse Democratic majority 
polled at the election. 

By an equally unjust apportionment 
the Republicans have long held the law- 
making power in the Democratic State of 
New Jersey. They have done the same 
by an apportionment which is not only 
unjust, but which they have maintained 
in violation of the Constitution in Demo- 
cratic New York. The Democratic mem- 
bers of the New York Legislature repre- 
sent more than twice as many voters as 
the same number of Republican members. 

It is to the credit of the Southern States 
that they are not arraigned for such de- 
liberate and systematic wrongs sanctioned 
by law and embodied in the law itself. 
People who uphold such outrages have no 
right to cast stones at any Southern State.

MORAN’S LICENSE BILL. 

If there must be more tinkering with 
the liquor laws, the changes should be in 
the direction blazed by Senator MORAN’s 
bill, which enlarges instead of narrowing 
the limits of local option and provides for 
afar more equitable grading of license 
fees and a far more equitable distribution 
of the proceeds for city, county and State 
purposes. 

It authorizes all incorporated cities of 
15,000 inhabitants or more to license, 
regulate or prohibit saloons at their dis- 
cretion, and it confers a similar discretion 
upon county courts as to saloons located 
in smaller towns. In placesunder county 
court license it makes $709 the minimum 
and $2,000 the maximum fee andincreases 
both limits according to population in 
cities; providing that iu cities of 200,000 in- 
habitants or more the license fee shall be 
not less than $1,000 nor more than $5,000. 

It gives the State 5 per cent of all li- 
censes; gives the remaining 95 per cent to 
the county if the saloon is in an uniucor- 
porated town or township, and elsewhere 
varies the division between county and 
city according to the size of the city and 
the support derived by the saloon from 
city and county patrons respectively, the 
county’s share diminishing and the city’s 
share increasing with the size of the city, 
so that cities over 50,000 and under 200,000 
get 80 and the county 15 per cent of the 
license, while cities of more than 200,000 
are to get all of the license money except 
the State’s 5 per cent. 

These local option and distribution feat- 
ures are beyond all comparison better 
than those of the Alliance bill.

The people 
will never get free lumber if McMillan can 
help it.

He is some- 
thing more than a barrel, being an able 
lawyer and a brilliant orator. But there is a 
whole row of ‘‘barrois’’ behind him.

A FORMER ST. LOUIS NEWSPAPER REPORTER | 


DISTINGUISHES HIMSELF ABROAD. 


John C. Klein, Representing the New York 
„World,“ Espouses the Cause of Mataafa 
and Fights the Germans—His Career in 
St. Louis and San Francisco—Judge Nor- 
mile Desqibes Him, 


Recent cable dispatches to the New York 
WORLD concerning the fighting in Samoa 
give prominent mention to an American who, 
it was stated, was in the confidence of Ma- 
taafa and who took a conspicuous part in the 
battle fought December 18 between the Sa- 
moans andthe Germans. This man is John 
O. Klein, the correspondent of the 
New York Womo, who last fall went 
to Samoa under special commission 
from the WORLD to keep 
can public aware of the developments 
there. Klein is well known as a reporter and 
newspaper man in this city, in Chicago and in 
San Francisco, where his family resides. He 
was employed in the year 1884 as a local re- 
porter on the Globe-Democrat, and for some 
months did police work at the Four Courts 
Building. Klein was a big fellow, about 5 feet 
10 inches in height, and at that time weighed 
150 pounds. When he started in atthe Four 
Courts to do police work he displayed a great 
energy and eagerness to get news. He got in- 
to a dispute one day with John Fay, who 
was then representing the Aissours Republican, 
atthe building. He and Klein got into a dis- 
pute one afternoon in the hail there, in which 
the discussion, which hinged upon certain 
news that Kiein had received, waxed hot. 
Those who heard the affair were surprised by 
the two men suddenly jumping at each other 
and adding blows to the cogency of their 
arguments. 

Klein came out of the fight with his little 
finger cut and bieeding, and charged Fay with 
having mutilated it between his teeth. The 
finger gave him a great deal of trouble for 
some time afterwards, and, in fact, had not 
entirely healed when he left this city. From 
St. Louis he went to Chicago, where he worked 


about two years and then went to San Fran- 
cisco, whence he came. 

While he was in this city there was a big 
fire on Elm street, and stories were tele- 
graphed to Chicago papers describing certain 
heroic parts which Klein was said to have 
taken on thatoccasion. It was afterwards 
said that Klein had sent out these stories 
himself as he had taken no particular heroic 
part at the fire, and, indeed, there was no 
Call for heroism at ail. 

HOW HE WENT TO SAMOA. 

Judge J. C. Normile was in San Francisco 
last summer and fall, and while there he 
met with Klein who laid before the Judge his 

lans to go to Samoa. ‘‘I was stopping at the 

alace Hotel in Frisco“ said Judge Nor- 
mile this morning while conversing 
about Klein. Klein met me there 
and although 1 had no very 
distinct remembrance of him while he was 
here in the capacity of a newspaper man, still 
I remembered him when he re-introduced 
himselfto me. At that time he was employed 
as areporter on the San Francisco Zzaminer. 
He was sang hotels, as the reporters 
say, and also doing some little specin!l work 
about the city forthe paper. Idined with 
him twoor three times and he tuen told me 
bis scheme of going to Samoato do news- 

aper work. When the Consul to the United 
Rtates from Samoa arrived in San Francisco 
he proposed to inform the Government just 
how Samoan affairs stood with relation to the 
United States. He was wet by Kiein, who 
learned from the Consul the existing condi- 
tion of things in his country. From what he 
learued from the Consul Klein argued that 
when the complications would develop they 
would partake of the nature of an internation- 
al question and he very properly conceived 
the idea that arecital of its progress and the 
events which were inevitable to follow the 
then condition would certainly be of vast 
interest to America. His plan was to secure 
the correspondence ot four leading American 
newspapers. I know that at that time he 
was in correspondence with Col. Cock- 
erill of the New York WORLD, 
and I presume he was appointed the corre- 
spondent of that paper. He had waited 
some time for a reply trom the others, but 
he had received none in time. Affairs 
in Samoa were such as to require bis presence 
immediately. I know also that he went 
thither for the sole purpose of doing journal.- 
istic work and not to engage in any political 
combinations, and if the reports that be led 
the Samoans against the Germans are true 1 
believe it was his desire to get the news that 
brought him to the front. Klein is 
a very fearless and intrepid man, and I know 
that be is a man also of very high character 
and personal pride. He is very much of a 
gentleman, and is, as far as I was able to see, 
a well-informed and well-educated man also. 
If it be true that be bas leagued himself with 
the Samoans, it is only fair to presume that 
he did so because he saw an excellent open- 
ing and took it.

KLEIN’S CAREER. 


He Is an Englishman by birth—His Work in 
Samoa. 


From the New York WORLD. 

SAN FRANCISCO, January 7.—John OC. Klein, 
the Vomp correspondent, who led the 
Samoans against the Germans at the battle 
fought on December 18, Was born in Liverpool 
twenty-seven years ago. He comes of good 
stock. His father, now dead, was a Dane of 
widé reputation as a scientist especially in the 
department of meteorology. His mother, who is 
still living, is an English woman by birth, and 


is highly educated and refined. She resides 
with her son Frederick and a charming 
daughter lu a cosily furnished house on Cuxll- 
tornia street, this city, four blocks beyond 
the palatial mansion of Senator Stanford and 


Mr. Crocker. 

While John was t a child the Klein family 
caine to America, locating at Denver, where 
young Klein was given a good educa- 
tion. He studied languages and be- 
came an unusually preficient French 
scholar. Then one ot those backward 
turns of Fortune’s wheel so frequent in min- 
ing regions swept away most of his parents’ 
possessions. John determined to learn a trade 
and became a compositor in a newspaper 
office, but was soon given a place on the local 
staff. He has never sinco relinguished his 
chosen profession. He wasa wild youth ip 
Denver, and many a dare-devil exploit has 
been placed to his credit by his fellow-mem- 
bers of the press, He come with bis mother 
to San Francisco eight years ago, but, pos- 
sessed with a desire to see the world, did not 
remain long. Ne traveled all over the United 
States, and his copyis known in scores of 
newspaper offices. He was in Chicago at the 
time of the Haymarket massacre and was de- 
tailed on the Anarchist cases. When Lingg, 
condemned to death, cheated the gallows by 
exploding a dynamite cartridge in his mouth, 
Klein was the. first reporter on the scene. He 
aided the surceonsand received Lingg’s last 
message, written in German, the dying An- 
archist requesting to be given more air. From 
Chicago he went to San 
as a reporter on the Ch .

Montague is nota fit man to have a license. 
He has a bad reputation in the Department, 
which was made years ago in the Third Dis- 


trict, where he for several years ran very dis- 
reputable saloons. His worst place was on 
the corner of Levee and Washington avenue. 
Before opening this place he had the ‘Cobweb’ 
at Ihird street and Lucas avenue. I have 
been told a geat deal about the ‘Cobweb’ 
but don’t know much aboutit from personal 
experience. I do know of the Levee and 
Washington avenue hole thougi. I was Cap- 
tain of the Third District when he ran that 
place. He had a dance hall there, the worst 
Dlace In the city. He gave a dance every 
week and all the improper charucters who 
cared to go there were welcome. The hall was 
crowded with outcasts and thieves at 
every dance. Il had Montague warned 
several times that he would have 
to stop these dances, but he paid no attention 
to the warning. Then we raided his den. 
That stopped the dances. About that time he 
had to get anew license. Ail the applications 
for license were then referred to the Police 
Board before license was granted. M ntague’s 
was referred, and Chief McDonouvh called 
upon meforareport. I made a report that 
Montague was not a fit person to be given a 
license and this report was transmitted to 
the Collector, who then refused to grant the 
license. Montague brought suit against me, 
after he had tried vainiy to have the board 
change the report. ‘hen the case waa 
brought to trial he took a non-suit. Then he 
sued again, and op trial I got judgment. 
After that I don’t know what Montague did, 
until last summer lI heard he was keeping a 
saioon on Morgan street. Then in September 
the Gus Branconnier murder at Montague’s 
saloon called to the fellow 
aguin.’’

DONE ON THE STREETS. 


A Delegation of City Hal! Officials to Go to 
the Governor’s Iuauguration— Mayor 41 
len Will be One of the Party—The 
Seventh Street Elevated Road Being 
Strongly Opposed. 


The Street Department is centering all its 
hopes on the passage of the street sweeping 
bill with the emergency clause attached so 
that if it ever goes through and the thing is ap- 
proved by the Mayor,work can be commenced 
as soon asthe elements will permit. Just at 
present the blank f rms forthe contracts are 
being made up. This isa matter entailing a 
large amount of work. Beside fixing up the 
form of agreement and stopping all holes 
through which the slv contractor might slip a 
schedule has to be made up, showing the num- 
ber of times each street in the city must be 
swept, how many squares of paving it con- 
taine and other details. This must be done 
for every mile of the forty which are paved. 
Some streets are traveléd more than others. 
Some of the wagons stand for some time. 
All these det ails have to be considered in the 
drawing up ofthe schedules. Besides that 
it must be so arranged, according to the esti- 
mates of the office, that the contract will not 
exceed in price the amount of the appro- 
priation. The danger from that point 
is very great. In dase the schedule is 
drawn upon an estimate of 70 cents 
pér square, the list is made up on that basis 
and so arranged that the money avallabie will 
just reach if the schedule is followed. The 
bids may all be higher than the office estimate 
so that there is a possibility that the work will 
need revising after the contracts are awarded. 
The earliest possible time in which the awards 
can be made and things gotten into running 
order is placed by the Street Department at 
thirty days. Justnowthe work of cleaning 
the streets is being done by a gang which will 
not number in ail one hundred men. They 
are making no attempt to clean the streets, 
but are devoting their entire attention to 


crossings and gutters and have just as much 
as they can do in attending tothem. The roll 
of a available street cleaners iss bout three 
times as large asthe roll of men working 
every day, so that every week ortwo the gangs 
are changed. 

The Street Department does not hold out 
any very cheerful! prospects for the winter as 
far as the streets are concerned. With the 
money on band a large gane cannot be put 
onthe work and the gang that can be — on 
cannot do the work, so thatthe probabilities 
are that the matter will be left to Providence. 


Fighting the Bill. 


The House Committee on Rallrogds meets at 
the City Hall to-morrow afternoon at 3 0’clock, 
and will devote most ofits time and attention 
to the consideration ofthe billto grant the 


Seventh Street Elevated Railroada franchise 
over Seventh street anda portion of Broad- 
way. Protesting petitions are being quite ex. 
tensively circulated among the merchants and 
residents along the contemplated route, and 
it is probable that a strong opposition to the 
bill will be brougbtto the front. The argu- 
ments in the protest that are being urged on 
the committee are: 

1. Because the oity of St. Louis is at pres- 
ent fully equipped with horse railroads and 
cabie lines to satisfy allthe demands of pas- 
senger travel und any increasing business can 
be cared for by additional cable lines, which 
are successful and do not obstruct the streets. 

2. Because any elevated railroad that could 
now be built in St. Louis to be a paying lavest - 
ment would have to be of cheap constru etion 
and unreliable. 

3. Because of the obstruction an elevated 
road would be to Seventh street, one of our 
most important business thoroughfares, and 
because of the greatand unnecessary damage 
to valuable property on that street.

It Causes a Suit and Brings Out a Very

A General Council of Indians at the Lower 
Brule Agency. 


Cuicaco, January 10.—A dispatch from 
Lower Brule Agency, Dak., says: The In- 
dians of this agency have decided to calla 
general council of the Sioux and will send let - 
ters of invitation to the different tribes to 
meet at the Rosebud Agency in 
the near foture and select a delegation of 
chiefs to go to Washington with instructions 
to negotiate the sale of their lands. The Brules 
express themselves as satisfied with the pro- 
posed bill of Indian Commissioner Oberlin, 
wiving them Sli per acre, and they think all the 
other Indians will agree with them, but they 
desire to send a delegation of chiefs of their 
own selection, instead of having the agents 
select for them. It now looks as though a sat- 
isfactory settlement of the reservation ques- 
tion might be reached this winter.’’

WHO CHOSE THE FIELD? 


HOWARD AND THE PLACE OF THE 
BATTLE OF GETTYSBURG. 


GEN. 


Clear Account of an Important and De- 
cisive Occurrence—An Honor Variously 
Attribaied Brought Fome to the Right 
Man—What Gen. Howard Himself Says. 


From the New York Mailand Express. 

In allofthe recent discussions of the battle 
of Gettysburg, there is one point that has re- 
ceived little attention. Tho movements of the 
different Generals, and the brave men under 
their commands, the fierce fighting of the 
three days’ battle and-the effect of the great 
victory of the Northern troops have been 
fully considered, but the important question, 
as to who selected the battle-fleld, has not 
been made clear. 

A gigantic struggle had been imminent for 
days between the Army of the Potomac and 
the Confederate forces under Lee, but to 
whom belongs the credit of making the con- 
test on Cemetery Ridge, just south of Gettys- 
burg? The location guye our troops a 
great advantage, and virtually decided the 
conflict in our favor. The defeat of our men 
on the urst day, when the fighting was done 
to the west of Gettysburg, indicates that the 
final result might have been different if 
the positions oocupled on the second 
and third days, when the principal fighting 
took place, had not been strong ones. The se- 
lection of the position wasa wise one, as the 
event proved, and the man who first suggested 
it deserves unbounded praise. Historians dif- 
ferastowho the man was, and influences 
have no doubt been at work to Increase the 
fame of some generals by giving them credit 
to which they are not entitied. 

GEN. HOWARD'S PART IN IT. 

Gen. O. O. Howard, who bas recently been 
assigned to the command of the Military Di- 
vision of the Atlantic, had command of the 
field after the death of Gen. Reynolds, at the 
cummencement of the frst day’s fight, and 
he ordered the retreat from the town to the 
ridge where the baities of the two succeed- 
ing days were fought, and undoubt- 
eily deserves the credit of having 8e 
lected the successful battlefield. It 
will be recalled that Gen. Meade had 
superceded Hooker in command of the Army 


of the Potomac only two days before the bat- 
tle of Gettysburg took place. Aithough the 
fight was brewing it was not expected so soon 
by either Meade or Lee. The bistorians and 
the survivors of the battle auree in saying that 
Gen. Meade had selected a position forthe 
battle at Pipe Creek, about fifteen miles south- 
east of Gettys)ur In order to screen the 
real movement o his troops, the leit wing, 
under Gen. Reynolds, was sent toward Gettys- 
bur When a part of Aill’s division of 
Lee's army under Gen. Heth was encountered 
near Gettysburg, Reyn lds attempted to hoid 
it in check and sentfor Howard with the 
Eleventh Corps to cometo his assistance as 
quickly as possible. The galiant Reynolds 
fell, andthe command of the fieid devolved 
upon Gen. Howard. As Reynolds fell early 
in the fight, and before the Union forces had 
been forced to retreat from the vicinity of 
the town of Gettysburg, itis not probable, 
as some historians claim, that Reynolds 
selected the position on Cemetery dge. 
Gen. Meade was several miles is- 
tant, and the first day’s battle was well un- 
der way before he knew anything about it. 
He therefore could not have been the first to 
select the ridge asthe location for the final 
battle. When Meaue heard that our troops 
were engaged he sent Gen. Hancock forward 
with his corps, but it was not until afternoon 
that Hancock reached the ridge. The ürst 
day’s fight was 2 over. The retrent 
had taken place and Howard was 
engaged in re-forming the men and 
occupying the positions of advan- 
tuge on Cemetery Ridge. Gen. Hancock un- 
doubtedly saw the strength of the position 
and approved its selection, but he did not ar- 
r:ve in time to order its occupation. Draper's 
llistory of the Civil War gives Howard the 
credit of selecting the ridge in the following 
words: Ry a happy inspiration, Gen, How- 
ard posted the Third Division with three bat- 
teries of artillery on Cemetery Hili.’’ 

A recent issued of the Portland Me. Fr 
Press contuing an address by Col. V iin 
Hobson of Boston, in which Gen. Howard is 
credited with having selected Cemetery Ridge 
as the fleld of battle. An interesting account 
of the operations of the Seventeenth Maine 
Regiment during the battle of Getttysburg is 
given, and then Col. Hobson says:

THEY TAKE POSSESSION. 


THE CHICAGO STREET RAILWAY MAGNATES 
RECEIVE THEIR PROPERTY. 


The Final steps in the Transfer—The Differ- 
ent Directories of the Street Railroad 
Lines Meet for the Last Time—Plians for 
the Future—A Liberal Managerial Policy 
Contemplated. 


HE Board of Managers 
of the Chicago syndli- 
cate who purchased the 
Walsh lines, and who 
arrived inthe city yes- 
terday, were engaged 
this morning at the of- 
fice of Mr. Julius 8. 
Walsh, in consultation 
with that gentleman 
and the outgoing Boards 
of Directors of the 
street railway compa- 
a nies. The transfer of 


the property was completed yesterday, but it 
was deemed best, to avoid all possibility of 
legal complications in the future, to supple- 
ment the resignations of the individual 
Directors, turned over to the Chicago pur- 
chasers by Mr. Walsh, by a formal and com- 
bined action of the boards as a whole. 
MEETING OF DIRECTORS. 

For this purpose a meeting of the directors 
representing the various lines was called for 
this morning, and at 11 o'clock Messrs. Ham- 
Uton, Hutchinson and Holmes met them and 
one board after another resigned, thus sever- 
ing the last official link between the old and 
the new management. So large a transfer and 
one involving so many different interests has 
probably never before been made in St. Louis 
with so little friction or misunderstanding. 
All parties to the transaction express the great- 
est satisfaction atthe smooth and friendly 
mannerin which affairs have been conducted, 


both as regards the preliminary negotiations 
and the final transfer. The employes of the 
company, who have felt a great deal of 
anxicty lest sweeping changes in the person- 
nel of those operating the roads should be 
made, are much relieved by the news that 
nothing of the kind is in contemplation and 
that they will retain their places. 
THE FUTURE MANAGEMENT. 

D. G. Hamilton,in reference to the change 
ol ownership said: ‘There is nothing new at 
present, and may not tor some time to come. 
wf course the question of street tra sporta- 
tion is a very serious one, and has given rise 
to a great deal of thought and not a few ex- 

riments in all large cities of the country. 

hat tbe best method is depends upon cir- 
cumsvances. Withalarge amount of traffic 
the best and cheapest method of transporta- 
tion yet devised is that by means of a cable. 
But for a road with light traffic this 
system is too expensive, and either 
animal or electric motive ower 
is best under these conditions. Electric 
power has not yet been successfully applied to 
roads with heavy traffic, although a number 
of experiments have been made. What 
changes, if any, will de made in the method 
of 1 the lines now owned by us, is as 
yet undecided. © radical alterations are 
contemplated in the immediate future. I can 
say, however, that our experience has taught 
us that a liberal managerial policy is by 
the best for the interests both of the stock - 
holders and the public, and such a policy we 
intendto pursue. The liberality of the citi- 
zene of St. Louls is proverbial throughout the 
length and breadth of the country; weare 
strong believers in the future of the city and 
do not intend to act ina manner unworthy of 
its well-earned reputation. We liy in- 
spected the different lines yesterday and 
found everything in the very bestorder. In 
fact the more we look at our purchase the 
better we are pleased.’’
